AQORAVATED HIGHWAY ROBBERY. | 


- Chang Asam was charged with highway 
robbery with violonce boing armed, com- 
mitted on the person of a shop-kéeper and 
ship conipradore in this Colony. 


The Jury consisted of Mogsrs F. de A. 
Gomes, W. .Manson, Ho Atim, J. R. 
MacDonald, A. A, Ega de Silva, E. Jones 
Hayghes and R. Blades. 


The Hon, Ng Choy, in opening the case 
‘for the prosecution, Baid the crime thé pri- 
soner was charged with was that of highway 
robbery with violence. The facts of the 
case were very simple, The person alleged 
to have been robbed was a shop-keeper and 
ship's compradore in tha Colony, Itappeared 
that about the: 8th of Jast month the com- 
plainant went to his home at Yuu-ma-ti, 
Kowloon ; about 11 o'clock in the morn 
ing, when returning from his louse to 
Victorin; and while near. Black Rock, he 
sawythreo men sitting on the-roadside:-'The 
prisoner was one of them, These three men 
get upon him, and on omnis up to him 
drew swords from under their clothes. The 
prisoner, it was Wleged, seized: complainant 

y the queue, He was robbed of alnics’ 
everything he had, including his jackets, a 
silver watch and chain, ‘and some money he 
had on his person. They would also have 
taken his trousers, but he begged them nut 
to do sv, and the trousers were left, The 
thievesthenran away, Complainantreturned 
to his village, got some of his clunsmen, and 
went after the robbers, but did not find 
them. He then went to the Police Station 
at Yau-mah-ti, and reported the occurrence, 
Some days after he went with a Chinese 
Sergeant to make ‘search for the robbers, 
Going to Saa-ki-wan he’ ana lot of men 
assembled in front of a joss house,’ They 
went upto them, and complainant saw the 
prisoner amongst the crowd.» As soon as 
ie saw him (coinplainant):he“started to run. 
He was arrested, but denied the charge, 
The atolen property had not buen recovered. 

Complainant was thon examined, and ro- 
peated: the facts as stated in the Hon, Ng 
Choy’s address, and the Polico Sergeant de- 
posed as to the arrest of the alloged thief. 

The Judge sumined up the evidence, and 
the jury returned a verdict, of not guilty, 

‘The prisoner was then discharged. 
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UNLAWFULLY DETAINING A BOY, 


Fu Avang and. Wong. Fat Sang -were 
charged (1) unlawfally and by force detain- 
ing and taking away ‘a certain boy named 
Li Akam, with intent to deprive the father 
of its possession ; (2) unlawfully and by 
force detaining within the Colony the same 
boy for, the purpose of selling him.
